Extra bailiffs and other court 
officers battled to establish some 
semblance of order as the ordina- 
rily adequate courtroom . began 
bulging with its uncommon crowd 
of men and women drawn from the 
four corners of the United States 
to focus interest in one of the most 
remarkable criminal cases in 
American jurisprudence. 

80 Witnesses Summoned. 

In the crowd were. the greater 
part of the 80 witnesses who have 
been summoned from all parts of 
the country to testify for both 
sides.

the Treasury of the United States, 
which means a raid on the pocket- 
books of everyone of plus the 
public exposure of several cabinet 
officers.

“Reason No. 2: I was born a 
Republican.

sion downward, and not upward. 
Reading his speeches convinces me 
that his highly trained mind has 
seized the points of attack, And 
he goes straight to the core in- 
stead of generalizing. I feel deep- 
ly on the tariff, for the tariff is a 
privilege of deluding the people 
and befuddling Congress. 


‘There is no more farcical thing 
than a, debate or hearing on the 
tariff before a congressional com- 
mittee. Labor always has been and 
still is the prime victim of ex- 
cessive tariff rates. Congressional 
lobbyists, in the interest of some 
proposed prohibitive ‘protection,’ 
wax eloquent on the accruing re- 
sults to labor by means of increased 
wages. When they get home, they 
forget all about labor. Take, for 
instance, an overstimulated indus- 
try, such as the Amerlacn Woolen 


Co. Despite excessive tariff on 
wool, the workers seldom have a 
full year. Stockholders in_ that 


company found the tariff a boom- 
erang when their dividends were 
recently passed. 

Deplorable Farm Conditions, 

“Deplorable conditions prevail- 
ing among farmers in the West and 
Northwest are largely due to the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff act of 
two vears ago. The party which 
promises to reform the tariff is the 
greatest friend to labor and the 
farmer, and this Davis promises to 
do. Will he keep his promise? Let 
us look at his past performance, a 

good way to judge the future. 

“Reason No. 3: John W. Davis 
always stood with the liberals in 
‘Congress in his pleadings and in 
his votes. His is not a sudden, not 
a politically expedient, conversion. 
He has sensed the difficulties of 
labor: he sympathizes and under- 
stands. His speeches are pro- 
gressive on progressive measures. 
His career as a Congressman is en- 
viable. 

“He led five reforms, namely, the 
exemption of labor unions and 
farmers’ organizations from the 
provisions of the Clayton antitrust 
law; the enactment of a workmen's 
compensation act and bills to cure 
abuses in the issuance of injunc- 
tions: to liberalize the practice in 
contempt proceedings and to im- 
prove procedure in Federa!] courts. 
He introduced a workmen's com- 
pensation bill in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, April 7. 1813, after 
having voted for a similar measure

BERLIN, Sept. 30.—The  pay- 
ment quota set for the month of 
September by the Dawes reparation 
plan hag been exceeded by Ger- 
many, according to Rufus Dawes. 

“Germany has paid more than

000) for the month of September,” 
he said, summing up the first 
month the plan has been in opera- 
tion. ‘ Just how much more than 
the quota Germany has paid he 
could not state definitely, because 
the first two payments were 20,- 
000,000 each and the rest wag in 
various forms. 

Dawes has also given assurance 
that the first payment next month 
of more than 14,000,000 marks will 
be made promptly. 

He.also declared, despite German 
complaints, the new French import 
tax of 26 per cent on all German 
goods coming into France will not 
endangen, the experts’ plan because 
French imports from Germany are 
comparatively small.

An interesting field of political 
speculation is offered by the de- 
creased registration in St. Louls 
for the November . election, 
comparison with the. registration 
fog the 1920 election, taken in con- 
nection with the election statistics 
of the State for the primary and 
general elections since women were 
admitted to suffrage in 1920. A 
lessening of the influence of the 
St. Louis vote on the Siate elec- 
tion is a trend indicafed by the 
statistics. 

In the four days of general reg- 
istration in St. Louis, which ended 
Friday, there were 302,729 names 
of persons eligible to vote placed 
on the books. Later registration 
of absentees and invalids will in- 
crease this to approximately 304,- 
450, which will be 10,560 less than 
the 1920 registration, a decrease 
conforming to an apathy notice- 
able in elections and primaries 
since the 1920 general election. 

While election returns show that 
situation in St. Louis, they show the 
opposite for the State outside the 
city, there having been a consistent 
increase in the vote of the State as 
a whole. . No comparison of the 
number of eligible voters is pos- 
sible because there is no registra- 
tion in rural Missouri, except in St. 
Louis County. 

Negro Registration Figures. 


in 


of negro voters, due to the recent 
influx of negroes from Southern 
states, failed to materialize in. the 
St. Louis registration, aithough the 
registration of this class of voters 
was 3697 more than in 1920. The 
registration of white voters, as giv- 
en out today, was 13,469 fewer, by 
the same comparison. 

Pre-registration polls, made by 
the Election Board, indicated there 
were 33,786 more negroes in St. 
Louis eligible to vote in 1924 than 
in 1920. Today’s figures tmdicate 
that only a little more than 10 per 
cent of this class took advantage 
of their eligibility. 

This year 165,787 white men 
voters registered, 2831 fewer than 
in 1920; and 102,867 white women 
voters, a falling off of 10,638. The 
negro men registration was 21,372, 
an increase of 3372, while the ne- 
gro women registration was 12,703, 
a gain of 465. 

Lack of Interest by Women. 

There appears little question that 
the St. Louis decrease is due to a 
lack of interest among women eli- 
gible to vote and the failure of the 
negro registration to increase ma- 
terially. The explanation has 
been advanced that voting was a 
nevelty in 1920 and that women 
were attracted by it. It was no 
ncvelty to'them in 1924 und they 
did not go to the trouble of regis- 
tering. 

While this probably accounts for 
some of the decrease, and possibly 
very much of it, there were other 
factors entering into the registra- 
tion. Politicians who watched with 
more or less care the registration 
and endeavored to get as many vot- 
ers on the lists as possible, reported 
that apparently there was a lack of 
interest among the women, partic- 
ularly in North and South St. Louis. 
The League of Women Voters was 
more successful, it is said, in the 
West End wards in getting the 
women to register. 

Another element entering some- 
what into the cause is a new section 
of the State Constitution limiting 
the right to vote to citizens and re- 
pealing the 
which an alien who had declared 
his intention to become a citizen 
and had his first naturalization pa- 
pers was a qualified voter. 

But it would appear more prob- 
able that the. decrease is a reflec- 
tion of public interest in the cam- 
paign. Four years ago at registra- 
tion time the political fight over the 
League of Nations was at white 
heat, politicians having engaged for 
months in‘stirring up sentiment for 
and against. There was the natural 
dissatisfaction with the war admin- 
istration. Voters generally had 
been aroused to a personal feeling 
which so far has not been appar- 
ent in the present campaign. With- 
out the feeling of personal interest 
in the outcome of the election there 
was less to move voters to register 
this year. 

It is not improbable that when 
there has been another month of 
campaigning many of those who 
failed to register will have been 
aroused and will want to vote, but 
will be prevented because they are 
not registered. 

330,000 Anticipated. 

Members of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners had anticipated 
a registration of approximately 
320,000, basing their opinion on a 
15,000 increase over 1920 by re- 
ports of the Census Bureau that the 
estimated population increase since 
1920 had been 39,801. 

Observers of the registration re- 
ported that there were heavy in- 
creases in precincts populated very

Now they observe a decrease in 
the St. Louis vote, which must be 
construed as indicating a certain 
decrease in the Republican plural- 
ity, as at the same time the vote 
out in the State is increasing. 

Statistics are dry reading, but 
for the benefit of those who in 
election periods enjoy speculation 
on the outcome and attempt to 
reach a _ decision in their own 
minds in the light of statistics of 
previous elections, the following 
for St. Louis are given:

Text of Resolution. 


As expressed in its resolution, 
the attitude of the society Is: 

“We are in the midst of a presi- 
idential campaign, and problems oc; 
most vital import present them- 
selves for solution, problems i1 
which we, as American citizens, are 
much interested. Our experience 
for many years has convinced us 
that our rights as men and citizens 
have been disregarded by the men 
whom we helped to elect to high 
public office, and that promises 
made before elections were mere 
tricks to catch votes. 

“On ’ Sept. 1, statements were 
published in our local German pa- 
per, the Westliche Post, which con- 
tained the false assertion that Sen-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—When 
Chairman Shaver of the Democrat- 
ic National Committee made the 
mild estimate that the indicated 
vote for La Follette showed that if 
the election were held in the pres- 
ent state of the public mind it 
would go into Congress, he was de- 
clared by the Republican spokes- 
men to have yielded the battle. 

Now these same Republican 
leaders are filling the atmosphere 
with their alarmed cries that the 
country is facing the danger of a 
misfire in the electoral college and 
that the only way to save the sit- 
uation is for everybody to forget 
partisanship and vote for Cool- 
idge. 

Actually the situation poirts to 
an election in Congress as the most 
probable outcome of the November 
balloting, and neither the Repub- 
lican clamor that La Follette’s 
strength is waning nor the Demo- 
cratic insistence that John Ww. 
Daivs is constantly gaining and 
that his impetus will carry him. to 
victory at the polls alters the like- 
lihood of the existing condition

Real Danger to G. O. P. 
Is Condition of Normalcy. 


Another way of saying this same 
thing is that the danger to the Re- 
publicans in this campaign is nor- 
malcy. That is, if the _ election 
takes an average course; if the 
Democrats carry the states nor- 
maliy Democratic, or even approxi- 
mate it, Mr. Coolidge inevitably 


It would take another landslide like 
that which brought in Harding to 
win for the Republicans, consider- 
ing the defections to La Follette. 

The political selsmograph gives 
no such readings. Even the straw 
votes, though they show an appar- 
ently phenomenal trend to Cool- 
idge, point rather negatively, for it 
is not enough that Coolidge should 
carry Republican states. To get the 
election he must carry Democratic 
or La Follette states as well. While 
New York and Illinois and Ohio, for 
example, are indispensable for his 
victory, they are no good to him if 
he is not able to get in addition a 
State or two like Oklahoma, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Maryland, or 
Minnesota and one or both Dako- 
tas. 

There have been so many tables 
presented that it is hardly worth 
while offering another. However, 


it is difficult, to make the point 
plain that Mr. Coolidge cannot win 
with any ordinary Republican tide | 
without a table. So lere goes once 
more: Suppose we give -Coolidge 
all of New. England, though the 
Democrats have hopes of Rhode 
Island and New’ Hampshire, and 
all the middle estates, though, the 
Democrats should: carry either New 
Jersey or Delaware, and possibly 
both. New England 44 votes, mid- 
dle states 100 votes, Ohlo and Iili- 
nois 53 votes, total 197 votes. | | 


Throw in for good measure Indi- 
ana, which the Democrats think 
they are sure of, and Kansas, where 
they think they have. a chance, 
Michigan and California, both of 
which La Follette is claiming, and 
still Mr. Coolidge shows 16 yotes 
short of an electoral ‘college ma- 
jority. Just to emphasize the point, 
give him in addition to all this 
Arizona, New Mexico, Nevada and 
Wyoming, and even then he. has 
not attained 266 votes and cer- 
tainly that includes.all that is loose. 

In the above enumeration there 
are half a dozen states that are 
more likely to go te Davis or La 
Follette than to Coolidge, so the 
extent to which he would have to 
trench on their territory to do him 
any good may be appreciated. 


Stone Likely to Hold 
Place; Others May Go. 


No matter who wins the election 
it is going to be a strange political 
lineup after March 4. Davis’ elec- 


tion would, of course, mean a com- 
plete turnover, but a change from 
the present forecast in the event of 
Coolidge succeeding himself is 
hardly less complete.

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_ THE LATEST FALL EXPOSE. 

The full extent of Albert B. Fall's corrupt opera- 
tions as Secretary of the Interior is not known, but 
the latest revelation as to his leasing of Indian lands 
for private exploitation, as told in the Sunday Post-Dis. 
patch, makes it clear that Teapot Dome and Elk Hills 


Nor are all the sinister interests to whom Fall bar- 
tered away properties of which he was the trustee 
yet known. The public has met Doheny and Sin- 
clair and is familiar, in a way, with the price they 
paid Fall for their ill-gotten concessions, but the 
Post-Dispatch has introduced another character, a 
mysterious Mr. E. M. Harrison, whose identity is 
yet to be established, and whose payments, if any, 
to Fall, are properly a subject for public curiosity 
and ought to be a subject for relentless official in- 
vestigation. 

As told by the Post-Dispatch, the cupidity of the 
oil interests focused on the Navajo reservation be- 
cause of surveys made by geologists in 1921 and 
their conclusion that the land contained large oil 
deposits. But the prize was tantalizingly beyond 
their reach. Those Indian lands were sacred. They 
were protected from assault by the Government’s 
decree. How could avarice scale, or break down, or 
burrow under, such a barrier? The malign inge- 
nuity of Fall solved the difficulty. 

There are three classes of Indian lands: those 
arranged by treaty between the Indians and the Gov- 
ernment; those created by acts of Congress, and, 
third, those established by executive order. By his 
crooked reasoning Fall declared that an executive 
order could be revoked by an executive order. As 
it happened that the Navajo reservation had, in part, 
been established by executive order, the obstacle in 
that instance was removed. That was one of Fall’s 
inethods for justifying his criminality. Another 
method was his distortion of the leasing act of 1920, 
which he construed as opening those lands to ex- 
ploitation, inasmuch as “the provisions of the law 
do not expressly include Indian reservations among 
the classes of land excepted from its provisions.” 
Fall further justified his action with the contention 
that, since reservations created by executive order 
were essentially temporary and could at any time 
be withdrawn and restored to the public domain by 
the same authority, it obviously followed that only 
the use and occupancy of the surface of the land 
were bestowed upon the Indians, the subsoil rights 
and mineral wealth remaining in the possession of 
the Government, to be administered as might be de- 
cided upon. 

With the devious mental processes of Fall the 
publi¢ may not especially be concerned, but as 
disclosed by the Post-Dispatch they do portray viv- 
idly the utter infamy of this degraded ex-Cabinet of- 
ficer. And the fact that the Governfhent is now try- 
ing by law to invalidate those leases and retrieve for 
the Indians the property which Fall and the sinister 
interests have stolen from them is, of course, a neces- 
Rary sequence. The point that must amaze the public 
is: How could Fall, as a member of the Cabinet, as 
one of the high counselors of the administration, have 
conducted such an orgy of bold, ruthless, lawless 
betrayal with never a protest from his associates? 
How is the conduct of Fall’s Cabinet associates to 
be justified? Were they ignorant of such deliberate, 
contrived and colossal dishonesty, and if they were 
can ignorance be pleaded as an excuse? If not ig- 
rorant, how may their acquiescence in this villain- 
ous record be -characterized? 

And what of Standard O11? The name of Standard 
Oil is included in the Fall roster from the fact that 
the mysterious E. M. Harrison apparently acted as 
that company’s agent. In any event, he turned his 
Navajo lease over to the Midwest Oil Co, a subsidi- 
ary of the Standard of Indiana, which later assigned 
it to another subsidiary. What favors, if any, did 
Standard Oil extend to Fall in exchange for this con- 
cession? Whom did Standard employ to carry a 
black satchel to Washington, after the known Do- 
heny method, or what bonds and other valuable con- 
siderations may have been passed by Standard to 
Fall, after the circuitous custom of Sinclair? 

There is still another question which the public 
will ask, and Gen. Dawes, Mr. Coolidge’s running 
mate, is peculiarly obligated to answer. Mr. Dawes 
insists that the American people are sick of poli- 
ticlans, and from the context of his remarks he has 
in mind politicians of the La Follette stripe. Now, 
it happens that La Follette opposed the leasing act 
in which Fall found authority for his plundering 
raids. Indeed, La Follette predicted what has come 
to pass, namely, that the act would open the door 
for huge grabs of public resources by private mo- 
nopolies. 

Well, what kind of politicians are the American 
people sick of? Is it the La Follette type, mistaken 
in some of its plans for remedying conditions but 
violently honest and crusadingly determined to serve 
the public welfare? Or are the American people 
sick of the kind of politician that has been in control 
of things during the present administration? 
Dawes derides and denounces the La Follettes 
with his fluent, sulphuric damns, but as yet no word 
of censure has fallen from his lips upon the ghastly 
embezzlement of Forbes, the shocking story of 
Daugherty or the treason of Fall. And the admin- 
istration, from Mr. Coolidge down, seems com- 
placently in accord with Mr. Dawes’ attitude. 

What kind of politics, then, and what kind of polli- 
ticlans do Mr. Dawes and his associates approve? 
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CURTAILMENT OF CRIME NEWS. 


The retail merchants of the Murphysboro (I11.) 
Chamber of Commerce have the right idea in seeking 
a curtailment of Southern Illinois crime news in the 
local and metropolitan journals. There is too much 
Southern Illinois crime news in the papers. There 
is not the least doubt in the world about that. Cur. 
tailment is highly desirable. 

But in the matter of method these retail merchants 
have the wrong idea. They seek curtailment of crime 
news without curtailment of crime. They would have 
the editors of newspapers close their eyes and ears 
and columns to the daily developments in “Bloody 
Williamson” and other news centers and let on that 
all is peaceful when there is no peace. 

That, of course, would not be true or honest, but 
these merchants think it would help business. For, 
as they point out, publicity of the other sort, telling 
the truth, reflects upon the majority of the people, 
who are law-abiding. 

It is true that a community suffers from crimes 


and the news of crimes committed in its borders. It 


itself open to the charge of condoning crime if it 
stad de moles diy tab wtb. It practices false pretense 
tf it proclaims peace when there is no peace. 
There is only one way to curtail crime news in 
Southern Illinois or anywhere else, and that is by 


curtailing crime. 
GOV. HYDE’S INCONSISTENCY. 

In his new seal to get Dr. Nelson, the Democratic 
candidate for Governor, to repudiate the Ku Klux 
Klan in language that will be satisfactory to him, 
Gov. Hyde not only misrepresents Dr’ Nelson’s utter- 
ances, but even attempts to reflect on the sincerity of 
John W. Davis, the Democratic candidate for the pres- 
idency. He overlooks some points that an ardent 
antiklan crusader ought not to miss in an effort to 
put candidates on record and the klan out of poll- 
tics. 

The Governor ignores the public statement of Dr. 
Nelson in Hhich he said not only that he was. not a 
member of the klan but had never been @ member of 
the klan; in short, he made a false statement about 
Dr. Nelson. He emphasizes an “if” in the sweeping 
denunciation of the klan and all similar organizations 
by Mr. Davis. We have referred to the klan activi- 
ties of Gov. Hyde’s appointee and political adviser, 
Heber Nations, former Labor Commissioner. We 
have referred to Harry Woodruft's giving permission 
to hold a secret klan meeting in the Capitol. Mr. 
Woodruff was the appointee of the Board of Perma- 
nent Seat of Government, of which Gov. Hyde is the 
head. So that the Governor’s own klan record is 
rretty well known. 

Prof. Baker, Gov. Hyde’s candidate for Governor, 
answered “Yes” to a question asked by a negro in a 
St. Louis meeting—“Do you consider the klan a men- 
ace to the people and the Constitution of the coun- 
try?” But his language in dealing with the klan has 
not been as strong as the language of Mr. Davis quot- 
ed by Dr. Nelson. He is on record as having said, 
referring to the klan, that he “does not approve of 
any organization which works in secret and in the 
dark.” Baker was on the list of candidates approved 
by the klan which was distributed in Kansas City. 
Why does not Gov. Hyde force Prof. Baker to be more 
emphatic? 

As a new zealot in the antiklan crusade, what has 
Gov. Hyde to say about President Coolidge, who has 
not denounced the klan even with an “if’? He has 
never mentioned the klan. He has been challenged 
several times, notably by Mr. Davis, to declare him- 
self, but has remained silent. 

If there is any consistency or sincerity in Gov. 
Hyde’s effort to get Dr. Nelson to be more violent 
in his repudiation of the klan, he certainly should 
try to get his presidential candidate, Mr. Coolidge, to 
say something about the klan. How can he damn 
Dr. Nelson for not saying enough, and praise and 
support Mr. Coolidge, who says nothing?

THE ROBISON PROMOTION. 

The administration apparently is determined not 
to let the public forget the oil scandal. How eise 
can be construed the President’s approval of the rec- 
ommended promotion of John Keeler Robison to the 
rank of Rear Admiral? As head of the Bureau of En- 
gineering Robison not only knew and approved the 
secret transactions by which the oil reserves were de- 
livered to Doheny and Sinclair, but he is credited 
with originating the plan for circumventing the pur- 
pose of Congress by which the construction of tanks 
was to be paid for with oil. His deportment through- 
out was characterized by a strange disregard for 
the consequences as regards the navy’s future fuel 
supply. 

Had Robison been in the employ of the oil mag- 
nates, instead of a naval officer in a departmental 
position of high governmental trust and responsi- 
bility, he could hardly have served the interests of 
the former more effectually and faithfully. 

This is the summary of Robison’s activities by Sen- 
ator Walsh of Montana, who surely speaks with 
authority and whose fairness and admirable freedom 
from partisan malice Republican papers and spokes- 
men have gratefully acknowledged. But Senator 
Walsh will oppose Robison’s promotion and in do 
ing so he cannot be charged with political animus. 
He can oppose it on numerous grounds: That it is 
contrary to sound public policy; that it is unfair to 
deserving officers with unclouded records; that, 
finally, it is an affront to public sentiment. Further, 
Senator Walsh is resolved, if the Robison promotion 
is submitted to the Senate, to ascertain just how 
Robison, the onetime superior officer of the younger 
Doheny and “schooled in what he knew about the 
reserves by (the elder) Doheny,” came to be appoint- 
ed head of the Engineering Bureau. 

Under the circumstances this inquiry is justified. 
And in the hands of Senator Walsh the public knows 
that the inquiry will be conducted ably and fearlessly. 
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Andrew Mellon may be a great Secretary of the 
Treasury, but it is as a metallurgist that he really 
shines. See how he has turned aluminum into gold. 
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WHEN HEAT IS NEEDED. 

Early in September Chicago suffered from a spel] 
of such cold weather that, after hundreds of tenants 
had complained of unheated apartments, the Health 
Commissioner warned landlords that the defeat of a 
heating ordinance did not absolve them from the duty 
of maintaining heat in flats, apartments and hotels 
during spells of low temperature. He pointed out 
that a jury awarded $15,000 damages to the widow 
of a tenant who died from pneumonia during such a 
spell. 

St. Louis has had a heating ordinance for apart- 
ments and hotels since early in 1920. It provides that 
heat is to be furnished from Oct. 1 to May 15, the 
minimum temperature being 70 degrees during the 
day and 65 at night. We also have an ordinance pre- 
scribing that street cars must be heated whenever 
the outside temperature falls to 40 degrees or lower. 

The present low temperature is a reminder that the 
need of artificial heat cannot be fixed by dates. 
Heat should be provided before Oct. 1, if tenants who 
rely upon such heat are suffering for the lack of it. 
And, as the Chicago Health Commissioner pointed 
out, they have a good case in court if neglect to pro- 
vide such heat results in sickness or death. 

As for the street cars, the present ordinance is 
ridiculous. Every autumn street car passengers must 
wait and suffer until the outside temperature falls to 
within eight degrees of freezing. Of course the in- 
side temperature is about the same, and the constant 
opening and closing of doors makes for added dis- 
comfort. 

If we are to have any heating laws they should be 
based on common sense and should be enforced. The 
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| public can have such laws if they will demand them.

FORMER HELEN GOULD 
‘NO BUSINESS WOMAN’ 


Never Sought Lawyer’s Advice, 
but Took Counsel With 
Women Secretaries.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—Mrs. 
Finley J. Shepard, formerly Miss 
Helen Gould, is just a bit envious of 
the modern business woman with 
grasp of financial detail, it de- 
veloped yesterday in her testimony 
before Referee James O’Gorman in 
the accounting proceedings in the 
$82,000,000 estate of her father, 
the late Jay Gould. 

William Wallace, attorney for the 
estate of the late George J. Gould, 


the eldest son and intrusted with 
the greater responsibility for the 
management of the Gould millions, 
continued to ply Mrs. Shepard with 
questions tending to show her in- 
terest and participation in the af- 
faire of the estate were greater than 
she admitted. 

He dwelt on the acquisition of 
the Virginia Railway and Power 


who is now in Paris and who, with 
his sister, the Duchess de Talley- 
rand, the former Anna Gould, is 
one of the chief movers to have 
the estate of George J. Gould 
charged with a loss of more than 
$20,000,000 in the estate of Jay 
Gould. 


Not a Business Woman at All. 
“I do not think I am a business 
woman at all,” she answered with 


a slight trace of wistfulness. “It 
would be very lovely if I was. It 
would have pleased my father very 
much, but I am afraid I was not 
cut out that way.” 

When Wallace began questioning 
her about the acquisition of the 
Virginian Railway Co. Mrs. Shepard 
displayed the first sign of irritation 
she has shown since her examina- 
tion began. 

“I do not thing the Vir- 
ginian ocmpany comes under 
this question of accounting at all,” 
she said. “They are not related in 
any way whatever.” 

She admitted that it was several 
years from the time of the pur- 
chase, about 1908, before the Vir- 
ginia property became a’ paying in- 
vestment, and then only after reor- 
ganization.

“My brothers were very silent 
men,” she explained, “as some men 
are, I presume. They had charge 
of the estate, and I supposed the 
men were to shield the women of 
the family.” 

Took Counsel With Women. 

Regarding the management of 
her own personal fortune during 
the 22 years between the death of 
her father and her marriage, Mrs. 
Shepard said she had had the ad- 
vice of friends from time to time 
and a number of secretaries—a}] of 
them women, however. She never 
employed a lawyer to advise her 
specifically about anything, she 
ssid, explaining: ‘I never had men 
about very much.”’ 

Wallace brought out that Mrs. 
Shepard’s income during the 22 
years totaled approximately §11,- 
000,000, or $500,000 a year. 

With the exception of her gifts to 
charity, which total several mil- 
lions, she said she has always held 
her property in her own name and 
does now.

Glover’s own account of the en- 
counter, as repeated by J. Fred Ee- 
sary, Washington correspondent of 
the Baltimore Sun during the 
House investigation of the incident, 
related that he had observed Sims 
“waddling” across the square, and 
after stopping him had said: 

“IT want to tell you to your face 
that you are a contemptible Mar; 
yes, a miserable, contemptible liar. 
Furthermore, I mean to show you 
just what I think of you.” 

With that he struck the Repre- 
sentative on the jaw with the palm 
of his hand, following this up 
with another blow in which the 
banker said he hit “as hard ag he 
could.”’ 

Others intervened. Sims was led 
away and Glover returned to his 
waiting car and drove off. 

Although Sims made no report 
of the assault to the House, news- 
papers carried the story nd an in- 
vestigation was promptly ordered 
under authority of a resolution

SALESMAN SOUGHT AFTER 
NOTES TELL OF SUICIDE PLAN 


Joseph C. Vandine Wrote That He 
Contemplated Driving Auto 
Into Ohio River. 

Search for Joseph C. Vandine, 23 
years old, a traveling salesman, of 
4451A Delmar boulevard. was in- 
stituted at Evansville, Ind., follow- 
ing his announcement yesterday in 
letters to his wife, the Chief of 


Police of Evansville, and the pro- 
prietor of an Evansville hotel, to 
whom he was indebted, that he 
had planned suicide by driving his 
automobile into the Ohio River. 

Vandine’s wife, Mrs. Opal M. 
Vandine, immediately communi- 
cated with Evansville police, and 
was informed that her husband had 
abandoned part of his plan, as his 
automobile had been found parked 
near the Sonntag Hotel there. No 
trace of the missing salesman had 
been found, however. Mrs. Vandine 
today expressed the belief that her 
husband was merely seeking relief 
from pressing financial obligations 
by a temporary disappearance.

DEATH RATE SINCE 1914

LOUISVILLE, Sevt. 380.—De- 
spite a higher accidental death list 
caused by automobiies, the span 
of life is increasing, Lewis A. De 
Blois, Wilmington, Del., president 
of the National Safety Council, told 
that organization yesterday.

300,000 lives, he said. 

“A study of the curve of the 
accidental death rate in the United 
States shows a generally dedélin- 
ing rate from 85.4 per 100,000 of 
population in 1901 to 78 in 1908, 
which was a year of low activity 
following a financial depression,” 
he continued. “The curve then 
rises to a new maximum of 85.3 in 
1913. From 1913 on there are 
indications of profound changes. 

“During our war years, 1916, 
1917 and 1918, there is a peak 


| reaching 87.2, but thi® peak seems 


to be superposed upon a gradual 
decline of rate commencing in 
1914 and continuing to a low mark 
of 68.7 in 1921. In 1922 and 1923 
increases are indicated, to some 
slight extent due to increasing au- 
tomobile fatalities. That the de- 
crease in the mortality rate from 
accidental causes appears to have 
commenced at a time shortly after 
the conception and organization of 
the safety movement is, perhaps,

Oyster Pie. 


I am sending a recipe for an 
oyster pie. I have never seen one 
published anywhere. They are 
very good; very nice for Sunday 
dinner. 

Drain the liquid from one pint of 
oysters, add one cup of milk, salt 
and pepper to taste. 

Prepare a rich pie crust, using 
one cup of shortening to three cups 
of sifted flour and a little salt. 
After rubbing flour and shortening 
together add water, a little at a 
time, and use fork to mix it. 

Line a deep pie plate and into it 
put the oysters; over them slice one 
hard-boiled egg, sprinkle 2 table- 
spoons of flour over it and dot with 
bits of butter. Put on top lid and 
bake in quick oven. 

To the liquid drained from the 
oysters add one cup of milk, heat 
to boiling point, and add 1 table- 
spoon of butter rubbed into one 
tablespoon of flour. I cut about 
two oysters into small pieces and 
add to it. The sauce is to use in 
case the pie is too dry.
